This report presents a description and a brief 
evaluation of the Child Center Project, a billmgual-bicultural early 
childhood development program designed to prepare preschool Latino 
children to succeed in aahocl without losing their 
bilingual-^bicultural identity. landed hy th^ Office of Child 
Developmant^ the three-jear project was initiated in 1972 by the 
Onited Migrant Opportunity Services^ Inc, (CMOS) r a non-profit 
corporatios in the state of Wisconsin* A najor goal of UMOS has been 
to help migrant farm irorkars who decide to iaa^e the migrant streaia 
and relocate in Wiscensln. The center servefl approxinetely fifty 3- 
to 5^year*olds in each year of operation^ and emphasised parent 
participation and control as w^ll as the presence of lale latino 
teachers in the classroom. Included in the tepoct are a breakdowa of 
the ethnic and socioeconomic backgrounds of the children who 
participated f educational objectiTOS and the final project evaluation 
findings* (MS)

An ongoing procesB of obsBrvation by the consultant was used.

The consultant found that teachera had workod out oloar immediate objectives 
and lonrrange pla«.:fcr Wic d «;8es. ,Thd laborioua work In which the teachorg 
cniaged in order to prepare :he physical aspects of the clasaroonn aecordmB to 
the themo or lesson of the week. The chiidren wore exposed to all phases of 
iicadoniic barnlng. i.e. natural soionce, social studios, muthenialioal concapts 
(nuinbors, counting, addlns). letters, artwork in addition to small and gross 
motor dovolopniont skilla, 

Through tho discussions with the teachers, it became evidont that children wore 
involved in a variety ot autivitios . both Inside and outeido tho claaarooni. The 
discussions and moatinBa with the tflaohers took placo on an average of twlco 
a month, howr^vor, these wore not rcBularly schedulod mar were they tonnaliKod. 
Tho con.Muka»l meant to maiiiUUn a I'oUixod prosuro-froe oiniosphoro. 
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Thromh am dlsenaslons and the visits which were combined with

©pportKnlty to becomt Involved in corrtctlng conditions that prevent them 
from participating fully in the betterment of their Uvea and those of their 
children, tbey will take the initiative and assuant the responsibility. 

in. Participants 

The entire low eeonoinie population of the southern area of Milwaukee 
Is poterti^I'j sUtfMs to take part in ^-aj-r-t. The actual ieo|raphic 
boundaries are outUned on a map attached to this document. Appendix I, 
Since the overall puppoBe of the ijroject Is to prepare Spanish- speaWng 
children to better understand and iucceed in the public educational- 
system, a higher degree of emphaslB will bt placed on the reerultmt nt 
of Spanlsh-speaMng children that come from lower economic backirounds. 

The entire Spaiilsh-apeaklnii commiuilty of Milwaukee is estimated 
at 2u,000 (the statlatlc Is taken Trom the Latin American Union for 
ClvU Bights rtcords). Out of tnis total nufflber, there Is an apprcwimate 
number of 2»000 chiWrtn between the ages of three (3) and five (5). Out 
of these 2, OOO children, apprMeisnately 1, SOO are from low Income 
Spanish-speftkliig homes. 

Due to oup present physical accommodations and funding totali, we 
can only serve. 60 children. This ^ves us approximately 4% participation 
of all. those low income children who are eligible for our program. 
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At the present tirwt the eenter la iervlaing SO chUdren of whieh 
80% are at law incaine levels ainee the btginning of the pregrmfn. The 
other 10% is compoied of ohlldren who are attending due toi a) referrals 
from other tehoDh or b) home aituationa are of such a nature that the 
ehild would benefit from an all day etnter. 

All pyblie and private ineans of news media are uaed throughout 
the program year In order to litform the epmmuniljr of our existence » 
This is also used as a sieans of .feeruitment* AgenDlai and local 
aation groups are eonitantly inforaied of our aatlvities and their 
fLiaietanee is aought whenever possible.

At ail times during the edyicmtlonal programi all children are

required to partlelpata In activity that Iff being presented 
in the language in which he or she Is not domlnantp The main 
tmpliiils of the program l^ plactd on developing the ahlld^s 
deminant language. Language doiminance Is determined by what 
is spoken at hem© and by observing whleh language the child 
communicates most* Also* eoiislderation be given to the 
pnrants* wishes ooMtrMng thm child's language needs. 
The auLtural portion ©f the educational program is of the utmost 
importance during the program year. All children are expofied 
to different cultural dlstlnationsj especial^ among the Latin 
and Anglo culturei. Yet, no specif io Qulture Is emphasised 
more than the other. Children are exposed to their own 
liidl^dual clmracter differences, yst* child is n^ praised mere 



than another. Children learn about, and accept dlffa reneea in 
individuals and peoplea^ The main outeome of this type of prisantiiionp 
is a ahild who is aware of its diffcrenoes but feels n^iUiar ahanie 
or hatred for them* tliis child will be far better prepartd to 
encwnter tiew e^m*o4ffi^^3l situations without necessarily 
goinfflm^^^w^^^o^^U identity crisis. 
Social Service 

Tha avtrall purpose of th© social service component will be in 
proi^ding any type of social welfare referral and parent Involvtment

Training Center 

The program provides a variety of training experlenees for 
both parents and other day care centers. 
Parents are given opportunities to wrtively partielpate in all 
aspects of the program. ^n«y m encouraged to participate 
in the classrooms. In tht Wtclwfi, «d under Bupervlslon 
of the social service personnel. Thus, as they become 
involved in the overaU functiona of a day care eenter, 
parenti have a better understanding of the workings of the

All educational, recreational and training services are given 
at the present project site which is located at 809 West QreenfieW 
Avenue, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
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The project is Ucensed by the State of WiiConBln and therefore 
meets aU State requirements. This Ineludes physical aceommodatlons 
for fH^^^*» piM qiaaJfleiperaonnel to auper^ae the children.

With funds fre» «h« ©fl^aalOTEW grant the center has purehased 
its own school bus. This enables tiie center to provide adequate 
transportation at a relatively low cost. The bus is used for any

Eesldent Participation 

A Parent Policy Advisory Group (PPAG) aseistB in the development of, 
and gives approval to, all proposals from the project. It has a voice 
in establishing the criteria for selection of all staff personnel and 
approves "the appointment of such. 

The PPAG mediates employee grievences, akA is empowered to settle 
such matters presented to the Committee. Employee dismissals are 
subjeet to, or in accord with, the recemmendations of the PPAG, 
The group initiates suggestions for prop«m improvements and serves 
as a channel for hiring and resolving complaints on the project. Also, 
the group has the responsibility of assisting in the organising of parent 
activities, along with the encouraging of their participation la the program. 
FinaUy, the group has the reBponsibUity of supervising what ih taught 
the children. .
